Nutting, who at 34 is one of

the TV audience: “A Chinese 
Communist attack on Formosa 
is an attack upon a member of 
the Usited Nations and would 
no doubt call for collective ac- 
tion by the United Nations in 
which we would of course be 
involved as a member.” 

Nutting’s remarks touched off 
criticism in some London news- 
papers which interpreted them 
as meaning that Britain would 
team up with the United States 
in defending the Nationalist 
Chinese stronghold against Chi- 
nese Red invasion. Peiping radio 
last night accused Nytting of 
“clamoring for war” against the 
Chinese people. 

Britain recognized Red China 
in 1950 and has retained only 
slender consular ties with the 
Chiang Kai-shek government on 
Formosa. Britain’s policy has 
been to lay down the role of 
Formosa as a sovereign power 
and voice of the Chinese. 

“What Mr. Nutting had in 
mind was that any outbreak of 
hostilities in the area of For- 
mosa might well spread and the 
United Nations would become in- 
volved in view of its world-wide 
responsibilities,” the Foreign 
Office spokesman said.

UNIT CONTROL’ 
BILLS. ORDEREDS 
BY COMMITTEE 


Proposal to Be Submit- 
ted 


Studied. 


Preparation of a unit -control 
bill to centralize under one of- 


ficial the administration of St. 
Louis public schools was ordered 
yesterday by a Board of Educa- 
tion committee. 

The measure will be intro- 
duced in the State Legislature 
next month, if approved by the 
board. There is every indica- 
tion that the board will favor 
the proposal. Yesterday’s action 
by the board’s legislative com- 
mittee was by unanimous vote 
of its three members. 

Past efforts to modernize the 
school system’s administrative 
structure have invariably been 
defeated in the Legislature, 
leavitg the board with five de- 
partment’ heads — each inde- 
pendent of the other and each 
reporting directly to the board. 

Other Systems Studied. 

‘A study of school systems in 
50 United States and Canadian 
cities with over 200,000 popula- 
tion, presented at yesterday’s ses- 
sion, showed that in 27 cities 
only one administrative officer 
reported directly to the board. 
Other departments functioned 
under him. 

Fifteen other cities had only 
two executives operating direct- 
ly under the board, while seven 
systems had three independent 
department heads. . 

Only Indianapolis, besides St. 
Louis, has five administrative 
officials reporting directly to 
the board. 

The study of other systems 
was made by Mervyn E. Wiet- 
haupt, secretary and treasurer 
of the board, at the direction 
of the board. 

Sur¥ey Recommendation. 

Additional impetus for ad- 
ministrative reorganization has 
resulted from a survey by A. T. 
Kearney & Co., Chicago firm of 
business consultants, of the 
board’s non-instructional serv- 
ices. A modernized administra- 
tive setup, coupled with more 
business-like methods, could 
save the board $1,487,000 every 
year, the company reported. 

Although some of the depart, 
ment heads have taken issue 
with the Kearney findings, they 
have all said recently that a 
centralization of administrative 
duties is desirable. 

Emmet T. Carter, board attor- 
ney, will prepare the proposed 
legislation 5 report back to 
the committeé about Jan. 5. 

He also will draw up a bill 
that would make parents liable 
for damage to school property 
caused by vandalism by their 
children. Thi¢ measure was sug- 
gested by Oscar A. Ehrhardt, a 
committee member. 

Parents now cannot be re- 
quired to pay for property de- 
struction by their children, he 
pointed out. This, Ehrhardt said, 
not only is costly ta the tax- 
payers but also “paves the way 
for further delinquency.” 

Superintendent of’ Instruction 
Philip J. Hickey termed the 
present lack of liability of par- 
ents “a disgraceful thing.”

SELLS $1,900,000 


BOND FOR WHARF 


Part of Facility Leased 
to Granite City Steel 
at $125,000 Annual 
Rental. 


The Missouri-Illinois Bi-State 
Development Agency became fi- 


nancially independent today with 
the sale of a single $1,500,000 
revenue bond to Northwestern 
Mutual Life Insurance Co. of 
Milwaukee in a transaction at 
the First National Bank Build- 
ing. 

Money from the sale of the 
bond will be used to pay past 
and future construction costs of 
a 600-foot wharf being built by 
the agency on the Chain of Rock 
Canal in Granite City. The check 
for the bond totaled $1,520,000, 
including interest since Sept. 1, 

The Wharf, first major project 
of the agency, went into limited 
operation last week. 

At the same time as the sale 
of the bond, the agency signed 
a lease with Granite City Steel 
Co. for use of two thirds of the 
wharf for a maximum of 40 
years. 

The annual rental of $125,000 
to be paid by Granite City Steel 
Cod. will be sufficient to retire 
the bond within 20 years, L. J. 
Sverdrup, chairman of the 
agency said. 

Temporary financing for the 
wharf was provided by Granite 
City Steel. A total of about 
$838,000 which the company had 
advanced for construction costs 
refunded. The company 
has agreed to move its operation 
when public demand forces ex- 
pansion of the Bi-State facilities.

Not that North Pole is without 
Santa Clauses! A genial chap 
named Con Miller runs a gen- 
eral store called Santa Claus 
House on a street called Santa 
Claus lane. And each year he 
plays Santa Claus up and down 
Alaskan highways. 

But what North Pole is after 
is something big—an all-year 
Santa Claus “headquarters” 
which children the world over 
can write te and even visit, thus 
transforming their--fancies into 
some measure of reality. The 
mother of the idea is a Fair- 
banks woman, Mrs. Ethel Gran- 


ite, ‘locally known as “North 
Pole Nellie.” . 
Site Promised. 


For several years Mrs. Gran- 
ite has been trying. vainly to 
find an “angel” for her project. 
She even talked to Walt Disney 
about it. Beyond the fact that 
the town of North Pole has 
promised a suitable site, Mrs. 
Granite’s “Santa-land” is still 
no more than an idea. 

Besides the money problem 
there are other complications.

Mr. Gunn has his facts all wrong 
with regard to Transit Casualty Co.’s 
public liability insurance rates on the 
Public Service Co. risk.

insurance rates, which are now 
among the highest in the nation. 
’ The Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission has repeatedly studied the 
transit company’s liability insurance 
costs. In fact, the writer testified 
before the commission regarding 
these matters and the rates charged 
the transit company have been re- 
viewed by staff accountants for the 
Commission on several occasions. 

In addition, Transit Casualty Co. 
operates under the supervision of, 
and is regularly examined by, the In- 
surance Department of the State of 
Missouri.

For the purpose of setting the rec- 
ord straight, the highest rate paid by 
the transit company was 10.38 per 
cent of gross operating revenue 
reached in 1949, not 12.9 per cent as 
gtated by Mr. Gunn.

Shocker From Alabama 


The news about political affairs in Alabama 


adds up to one of the most shocking stories about 


American public life in a long, long time... . 
This newest piece of dismal Alabama news is 
that the State's Attorney General, Silas Garrett 
IIT, has been indicted for the killing of Albert L. 
Patterson last June 18. The man killed was a 
crusader against vice who had won the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Attorney General after a 


pledge to clean up the sinkhole known as Phe- 


nix City. 

Any indictment of an Attorney General would 
be bad enough in itself. What makes the devel- 
opment even worse is that Attorney General Gar- 
rett was served in Galveston, Tex., with a war- 
rant charging him with being a fugitive from 
justice. 

The warrant charges the Alabama official 
—said to be too sick to be moved from a hospi- 
tal in Galveston—with having “unlawfully and 
with malice aforethought killed Albert L. Pat 
terson by shooting him with a gun.” 

This does not mean that the Attorney General 
is charged with having personally shot and killed 
the man who said he would clean up Alabama. 
Under Alabama law a criminal conspiracy as al- 
leged in this case is prosecuted by bringing first- 
degree murder charges against three men the 
grand jury found to be involved. 

After the vice crusader’s death, Attorney Gen- 
eral Garrett went through the motions of taking 
personal charge of the investigation. He said 
Alabama would be the scene of “the greatest 
manhunt in history.” 

Then Garrett himself was indicted on a vote 
fraud charge arising from the runoff primary 
in which the dead man's.son was nominated to 
carry on. When Garrett was indicted he skipped 
out and for some time his whereabouts was 
not publicly known. Now a fugitive’s warrant !s 
served on him in Texas following still another 
indictment. 

What lies behind this sordid record {s actually 
more shocking. For the background is the organ- 
ized vice and rackets, the bribery and payoffs 
that must have corrupted officialdom in und 
around Phenix City. And part of that background 
is the betrayal and fleecing of thousands of 
young Americans in military service who were 
stationed at installations near Phenix City. 

Alabama, with Senators Lister Hill and John 
J. Sparkman, is one of the best represented 
states in the United States. But it has been ill 
served by leading state officials in recent years. 

For that matter, the record of the business 
leaders in and around Phenix City ts plenty bad 
and so is that of the military authorities who 
were outrageously slow in moving against an 
obviously malignant condition. 

Now Alabama suffers the humiliation of the 
indictment of its chief legal officer, its Attorney 
General, as a participant in a murder plot. The 
only thing to do is to stay with the ugly, black 
mess until it is completely dug out and Alabama's 
law’ enforcement cleaned up. 
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Margin for Error 

One of those “Remember When” items in the 
Deseret News of Salt Lake City asks us to re- 
member that, 25 years ago, golfers were arguing 
internationally about enlarging the cup to make 
it easier to sink the ball. We do not exactly re- 
member when, but are fully aware that one of 

. the perplexing problems of modern man is why 
a golf ball ig so difficult to put into the cup. 
Some slight research shows why. 

A golf cup, says the rule book, is 414 inches 
wide. A golf ball is no smaller than 1.68 inches 
in diameter, which means that is just how big 
it is. Thus a golf:ball which drops into the hole 
dead-center has an inch and a quarter, more or 
less, on each side of it. And any golfer knows 
that no ball ever drops dead center, so an inch 
and a quarter is more likely to be less than 
more. 

The size of the golf ball, and the cup, has been 
tinkered with considerably since 1618, when a 
report to King James VI of Scotland said the 
hardy Scots were importing balls from Holland 
so fast that ‘“‘na small quantitie of gold and sil- 
ver is transported zierly out of his Heines’ king- 
dome.” Golf balls were a problem even then, 
and we doubt if his Heines’ subjects found them 
easy to sink.

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Going the Way of EDC? 


The fight for the ratification of the Paris- 
London defense agreements shapes up with pre- 
liminary votes in both Paris and Bonn. And the 
prospects are not too reassuring. Once more 
there is a threat of executive leadership being 
‘set at naught by the legislators. 

Cause for alarm in Paris'came when the For- 


eign Affairs Committee of the National Assembly | 


approved German rearmament by a vote of only 
16 to 15 with 11 members abstaining. This 
might have been worse since one of the commit- 
tee members was kept from changing his favor- 
able vote to an abstention only by the fact that 
all votes had been recorded. Obviously, Mendes- 
France faces the job at which his predecessors 
failed: convincing the French legislature that it 
is safe to rearm Germany. 

The votes in favor of restoring German sov- 
ereignty (24 to 15) and in favor of the Saar 
agreement (25 to 6) indicate there will be little 
trouble on these points. But they will be all but 
meaningless if the rearmament proposition is 
not carried in the Assembly. 

Meanwhile the German Bundesrat approved 
the sovereignty agreement by a vote of 29 to 9, 
and the rearmament agreement, 26 to 9. But its 
members refused even to vote on the Saar agree- 
ment without “further clarification.” The Bunde- 
stag will now get its turn to vote on the proposi- 
tions, but they must come back to the upper 
chamber for a final decision. And that is where 
the real trouble may come. 

Rearmament involves a change in Germany's 
postwar constitution which forbids creation of 
armies and participation in wars. To change this 
Chancellor Adenauer, chief advocate of the 
agreements, needs a two-thirds majority or 26 
Bundesrat votes. He will have lost five Bavarian 
votes by the time of the next test. If he cannot 

* find these votes among the opposition members, 
rearmament is dead. 

When the constitutional issue was raised 
earlier in the courts, Adenauer took advantage 
of the division of the Supreme Constitutional 
Court into a so-called “red” court and a “black” 
court. He held that he needed a favorable ruling 


a 


in only one branch, rather than from the court | 


as a whole. 

Somewhat in the same pattern, the Chancellor 
now declares that rearmament is no business of 
the Bundesrat, that it needs the approval of only 
the Bundestag. But reports from Bonn indicate 
that members of the upper chamber are not in- 
clined to follow this new constitutional interpre- 
tation. It would set @ precedent by which the 
Chancellor might deprive the Bundesrat of au- 
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thority almost at will. The chief hope prebably 
is that British and French Socialists may be able 
te persuade the German Socialists, chief ep- 
ponents of the agreements, to change their stand. 
At the moment this looks like a nip-and-tuck 
affair. 
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Scientists on Security 

According to Chairman Strauss of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, everything is lovely be- 
tween the scientific community and the Govern- 
ment. But things keep happening which strongly 
suggest otherwise. The latest ic a thoughtful 
statement issued by the directors of the Ameri- 
= Association for the Advancement of Science, 
urging a basic revision of governmental attituded 
toward security streening. 

The directors of this organization, which is 
affiliated with 256 scientific societies with an 
aggregate membership of more than 2,000,000 
persons, begin by agreeing that security screen- 
ing today is indispensable. They agree that such 
screening must go beyond considerations of loy- 


alty and include other items which may @r may. 


not create a security risk. They agree that the 
good of the whole nation, rather than the inter- 
est of any individual or group, must govern 
screening policies. 

But the scientists point out that security 
screening is only a means to an end, and they 
argue for a more discriminating pursuit of the 
end—which is the national security and the na-. 
tional welfare. According to them, our. govern- 
ment’s emphasis has fallen too often on the 
purely negative side of holding on to knowledge 
we already have. They urge more emphasis on 
the positive side of developing new knowledge. 
They say: 

We cannot possibly keep scientific knowl- 
edge secret; but we can hope to keep ahead 
of our potential enemies in basic knowledge 
and in the application of that knowledge. A 
positive program of preserving national se- 
curity by keeping ahead would substitute the 
question, “How can we best aid national 
progress?” for the negative question, “How 
can we avoid the danger of the leaks?” 
Specifically, the A.A.A.S. directors suggest 

that'in screening scientists for security the Gov- 
ernment give greater weight to a man’s potential 
contributions, and that the security risk be 
measured with more regard for the nature of 
the work to be done. They would not apply the 
same security standards, for example, to persons 
engaged in unclassified biochemical research, 
and persons engaged in developing weapons. 

It does not take extraordinary scientific know!l- 
edge to guess that the one case uppermost in the 
minds of the men who wrote this constructive 
statement was that of Dr. J. Robert Oppenheim- 
er. He is the prime example of the scientist who 
was condemned as a security risk even though 
he had made and was likely to make immense 
positive contributions to our national security. 

Boiled down, the problem these scientists are 
discussing is how to a¥oid future Oppenheimer 
cases. We commend that problem to the thought- 
ful attention of Adm. Strauss.

Now for Voting Machines 

The Missouri Supreme Court has settled the 
voting machine row in St. Louis county, and set- 
tled it on the side of common sense. It held that 
the county's bipartisan Election Board—and not 
the Republican-dominated County Council—has 
both the power and duty to decide the type of 
voting machine to be purchased. 

Moreover Missouri's high court noted that 
neither Supervisor Matthews nor the. council 
has any business interfering with the Election 
Board's choice. That now being the law, let the 
board and the Couneil get on with the business 
of making this swift, accurate and modern meth- 
oq of voting a reality in St. Louis county.

Quandary on Overloaded Trucks 

The Supreme Court has held, by 8 to 0, that 
states cannot bar interstate truckers from their 
highways—not even for repeated illegal over- 
loading. 

Tilinois, together with Indiana, had complained 
that too many truck firms found it more eco- 
nomical to pay overload fines than to keep their 
loads strictly withia legal limits. The states ar- 
gued that if they lost the power to syspend the 
truckers’ right to use the roads, they would have 
no effective way of enforcing load rules. 

Justice Black, however, ruled for the court 
that only the Interstate Commerce Commission 
can grant—or suspend—permits for truckers in 
interstate traffic. He said, in effect, that fines 
should be‘sufficient to stop overloading, without 
barring violators from the highways. \ 

This leaves state regulation on two wheels 
with no brakes, and creates a remarkable hiatus 
in enforcement of load laws. For the unan- 
swered question is not whether, as Justice Black 
observed, the ICC can protect the states’ inter- 
ests, but whether it will. A truckers’ spokesman 
said frankly he did not expect many states to ask 
the federal agency to revoke any truck permits. 
If the ICC does not help check overloads in 
interstate commerce, and the states cannot, who 
will? | 

The court's ruling creates a’ maze with three 
possible ways out. The states may attempt to 
increase overload fines. Congress May, as some 
of its members already suggest, try to give the 
states more police power to protect their roads 
against excessive truck weights. Or the ICC 
might be required to help the states. A Congress 
which authorizes broad new highways ought to 
be interested in saving them from damage by 
overloaded trucks.

Bank and his consultants, In a 
field trip of over a year, cover- 
ing 9000 miles, this commission 
inspected the whole basin and 
collected the necessary data. 


The two governments, .how- 
ever, were unable to agree on 
a division of the Indus system 
waters. Each then was asked 
to draft a plan. These were 
found to differ widely. Discus- 
sion resulted in some conces- 
sions on each side, but still in- 
sufficient for agreement. 


President Black then decided 
that the solution would be for 
the bank to draft a plan for sub- 
mission to each side, but with 
the clear understanding that the 
bank's role was not that of judge 
or arbiter, though free to advise 
and express its views on any

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 14 (AP) 
—The slender little man watched 
the movie through his silver- 
framed glasses, seemingly un- 
aware that hundfeds of eyes 
were glued on his face rather 
than the screen. 


It was a belated birthday par- 
ty for former President Harry 
S. Truman—a dinner also ar- 
ranged to raise money for his 
favorite project, the erection of 
a library at Independence, Mo., 
to house the personal papers of 
his eight years in the White 


ouse. 

The birthday celebration yes- 
terday was months late because 
an operation had forced a post- 
ponement. As part of the pro- 
gram guests were shown a mo- 
tion picture of the highlights of 
Truman's presidential career. 

The movie showed Truman be- 
ing sworn in as President. Then 
it shifted to a closeup of him an- 
nouncing that a terrible new 
weapon—the atom bomb—had 
been used on the Japanese. The 
screen next showed Truman, 
Winston Churchill and Russia’s 
late Premier, Joseph Stalin, at 
Potsdam. Finally, the movie 


showed Truman with some of his 
military leaders of World War II 
—including Gen. Dwight D. Eis- 
enhower., 

There was a ripple of ap- 
plause, but those who started it 
realized quickly they. were there 
to honor another President. The 
clapping faded and died. 

The movie ended and Truman 
arose to speak briefly of his li- 
brary project, what it would 
mean to students, historians and 
the public. 

But it was an anti-climax. The 
man who had sat watching his 
day of glory unfold on the 
screen had been going through 
a scene unrehearsed and un- 
aware it was being witnessed.

ZIMMERMAN, WISCONSIN 
~ SEGRETARY OF STATE, DIES 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 14 
(UP)—Secretary of State Fred 
R. Zimmerman, Wisconsin's most 
consistent’ vote’ getter and’ an 
outspoken opponent of United 
States Senator Joseph R. Mc- 
Carthy, died early today. He 
was 74 years old. 

Zimmerman, a former Gover- 
nor of the state and secretary 
of state for a total of 20 years, 
died in St. Luke’s hospital here. 
He had been confined at the 
hospital since last August, but 
nevertheless won re-election last 
November despite opposition 
from his fellow Republicans. 

Zimmerman was elected to 
the first of his 11 terms as sec- 
retary of state in 1922. He was 


re-electéd in 1924 and in 1927} 


was elected to a two-year term 
as Governor. 

He scored a comeback with 
election as secretary of state in 
1938 and held the office ever 
since,

ARTHUR @, HAYS DIES 


Civil Rights Leader Suc- 
cumbs at 73 in New 
York Hospital. 


NEW YORK, ‘Dec. 14 (UP)— 
Arthur Garfield Hays, noted at- 
torney and general counsel to 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union, died at New York hospital 
today of a heart ailment. He en- 
tered the hospital five and one- 
half weeks ago after a heart at- 
tack. He was 73 years old. 

Mr. Hays, who made a fortune 
as a corporation lawyer on Wall 
Street, was best known national- 
ly as a defender of civil rights. 
He spent much of his life ‘fight- 
ing for civil liberties.

He was counsel in some of the 
nation’s most sensational trials, 
including the Scopes evolution 
trial in’ Tennessee, the Scotts- 
boro Negroes’s trial in Alabama, | 
the famous Sacco-Vanzetti mur-‘ 
der trial. Those he aided in | 
cluded Communists, labor or-| 
ganizations, pacifists and birth | 
control advocates. . 4 
Associated with the American 
Civil Liberties Union almost 
since its inception, he served al- 
ternately as its national director, 
secretary, and retained the post 
of general counsel until his 
death. 

He was born in Rochester, 
N.Y., on Dec. 12, 1881, He at- 
tended the City College of New 
York for two years. before 
switching to Columbia Univer- 
sity. He began his practice of 
law in 1905. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union was formed in 1920 and 
soon afterward Mr. Hays began 
working with it. He gained 
prominence in 1922 when he 
secured the right for labor or- 
ganizations to.hold public meet- 
ings in non-union towns during 
the anthracite coal strike in 
Pennsylvania. 


First Major Battle. 


It was the Scopes trial that 
provided, the first major battle 
for the A.C.L.U and Mr, Hays. 
In this case Scopes, a school 
teacher, expounded the. Darwin 
theory to his classes in violation 
of a Tennessee state law pro- 
hibiting the teaching of evolu- 
tion. 

The A.C.L.U. engaged Clar- 
ence Darrow, Dudley Field Ma- 
lone, John R. Neal and Hays to 
defend Scopes. The case was 
prosecuted by William Jennings 
Bryan, several times a presiden- 
tial candidate and the most fa- 
mous orator of the day. It was 
ohe of the most roted batteries 
of legal talent gathered under a 
single courthouse room.

When Pastor Schneider’s dead body was carried out of 
the bunker nothing was left of it that was not broken.

Contract 
Bridge

F the defenders could get 

their minds set on one single 

point, namely: how many sure 
tricks decjarer has, they could 
come up with some brilliant 
maneuvers. Consider the fol- 
lowing ‘case. East did visualize 
South’s hand to a T, and as a 
consequence threw South quite 
a curve! 


The bidding: 


South West North East 
2h Pass 29' . Pass 
4N.T. | Pass 5¢@ Pass 
6N.T. Pass Pass Pass 


North rather strained a point 
when he gave a positive -Te- 
sponse to the two-bid. 

From East’s point of view, 
however, the bidding that fol- 
lowed was very informative, and 
when West opened the jack of 


' clubs, East only had to look at 


his own picture cards and re: 
member that after South lo 
cated an ace opposite him he 
showed no interest in North’s 
kings, to figure out what was in 
the closed hand. 

Confusing the issue right from 
the start, East played the club 
seven on the opening lead, and 
when South won and led another 
high chub to test the suit, West 
played the ten and East, the 
deuce. All this gave South the 
notion that West had opened 
from J-10 blank, and made it 


‘ seem unwise to cash another club 


trick. If East had length there, 
and the heart finesse lost to 
East, the latter could lay down 
the set-up club. 


In any event South needed as 
many heart tricks as he could 
get, so he cashed the king, then 
let the ten ride. East ducked 
without hesitation. Declarer then 
did what he could be expected 
to do: he led his last heart and, 
when West played Jow, put in 
dummy’s jack with sublime con- 
fidence. His face was quite a 
study in coloration when East 
blandly produced the heart 
queen! Dummy was now dead as 
a doornail, and the contract was 
just as moribund. 

East’s bold blanking of the 
heart queen was simply the 
product of his realizing that if 
South could count only three 
heart tricks, he would have to 
look elsewhere for success, and 

it was all too likely, from where 
East sat, that South would find 
that success in a spade finesse 


and a perfect break of the club
